th e ease of Bert Onstott of near 
Wilson in Comanche county, was 
called in the dintrict 
court 
at 
Granbury last Monday ami Tues- 
Jay. A verdict of guilty as char- 
g«*«l was rendered and a sentence 
of two years in the p«*nit«*ntiary 
was assessed. 
The ease 
is 
one 
growing out of the securing of a 
license in Hood 
county 
a 
few 
weeks ago for a young couple near 
Purves in Erath county, the young 
la«iy in the ease being under age. 
It was alleged that Onstott under 
an assumed name, made a false 
affidavit before the clerk of Hood 
county in securing the license and 
the charge of perjury was there­ 
fore made. 
W hen the case was called 
for 
trial defendant entered a plea of 
not guilty, after which witnesses 
for the state identified Onstott as 
the person who signed the affida­ 
vit and procured the license.
